Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The status 
of divisional application 09/484,481 , before the first line of the specification should be 
updated as it is now U.S. Patent No. 6,245,866. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Platz 
(5,034,195). 

Platz disclosed an apparatus for the gas phase polymerization of olefins 
comprising a main reactor (40) having an inlet (64) for receiving gaseous olefin 
monomer (col. 9, lines 1-5) and an outlet (66) for outputting the product, polyethylene 
(col. 10, lines 24-31), and a preliminary reactor (10) connected (via 72 and 70) to a 
second inlet (74) of the main reactor (40), the preliminary reactor (10) being arranged to 
be operable in the gas phase (col. 1 , lines 8-10 and col. 2, lines 36-39) and having at 
least one respective inlet for receiving catalyst (22/23) and at least one treatment agent 
(20/34) (col. 3, lines 27-34) and a respective outlet (24) for releasing waste gases (col. 
3, lines 20-22) from the preliminary reactor (10).
